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High-achieving 
primaries share 
their success 

by Dick Townsend-Smith 

SCHOOLS in the borough are getting 
the best from their children - often 
against all the odds. 

Fifteen primaries and one secondary 
have been picked to join the London 
Mayor’s Gold Club - a scheme which 
highlights exceptional work in schools 
across London, particularly those that 
have ‘bucked the trend’ for disadvantaged 
students and those who were once low 
achievers. 

Royal Greenwich now has the highest 
number of Gold Club schools in the 
capital. Only 146 London schools were 
asked to join the scheme, and the borough 
now has more than anywhere else. 

Their success stories will now be shared 
with other schools so they too can become 
higher achievers. 

Extra government funding, called the 
Pupil Premium, is also used to narrow the 
gap between higher and lower achievers. 
This is worth £900 per disadvantage child, 
and Gold Club schools have used the 
money to ensure vulnerable children do 
exceptionally well. 

Gold Club headteachers explained the 
secrets of their success. David Ashley, 
headteacher at Greenslade Primary 
in Erindale, Plumstead, said: “We’ve 
analysed where the gaps are and have 
used the Pupil Premium funding in 
many ways. Small groups are given very 
focussed support by teachers and our own 
learning support assistants. 

“We will be sharing our best practice at a 
seminar with teachers from other schools 
in the new year, and teachers from other 
schools are visiting us to see what we do.” 

Nav Sanghara, headteacher at Rockliffe 
Manor Primary School in Bassant Road, 
Plumstead, said: “All the staff share the 
same vision that children are at the heart 
of everything we do. We are a community 
school with a family feel and make sure 
every child reaches their full potential. 

“We have high expectations for our 
children and try hard to encourage each 
child to aspire. Teachers share planning, 
observe each other’s lessons and ensure 
high expectations are consistent across 
the school. 

“We are already committed to sharing 
best practice with other schools in the 
community and beyond. Equally, we are 
keen to learn from others.” 

Woolwich Polytechnic in Hutchins 
Road, Thamesmead, is the only borough 
secondary school to be invited into the 
Gold Club. Headteacher Tim Plumb said: 
“We have a fantastic staff with amazing 
dedication, combined with the highest of 
expectations to ensure that Woolwich Poly

students achieve such great outcomes. 

Socio-economic background is no limit to 
success at Woolwich Poly. We are already 
working with a number of primary and 
secondary schools and look forward to 
increased collaboration through the Gold 
Club.” 

Cllr Jackie Smith, the royal borough’s 
cabinet member for children’s services, 
said: “These schools have worked tirelessly 
so that all their pupils receive quality 
teaching and become achievers. They are 
also very good at ensuring that any pupil 
that is at risk of underperforming is given 
the right guidance to succeed. The high 
number invited into the Gold Club is an 
amazing achievement.” 

The other borough primary schools 
chosen for the Gold Club are Cardwell 
and St Peter’s Catholic in Woolwich; 

Cherry Orchard, Sherington and Our 
Lady of Grace Catholic in Charlton; 

Heronsgate and Windrush in

Brooklands in Kidbrooke, Deansfield 
and Gordon in Eltham, and Halstow in 
Greenwich.

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Heroes of the Great 
War remembered 


by Dick Townsend-Smith 


FAMILIES in the borough are 
recounting the tales about their 
relatives who fell in the Great War, 
as part of a major local project. 

Next year is the centenary of the 1914-18 
war. It will be commemorated throughout 
Europe and many other countries. It was 
the bloodiest conflict in the UK’s history 

The project aims to learn the human 
stories behind the names carved on the 
borough’s war memorials. 

The Heritage Lottery Fund is giving 
£10,000 to the Greenwich Heritage Centre 
in the Woolwich Arsenal to help fund the 
‘Family Stories of the Great War’ project. 

Names on the war memorials such as 
in Eltham and Charlton are being logged 
so people can explore the stories behind 
them. Centre experts will work with 
families, volunteers and the council to 
build a picture of local life during the war. 

Two people in Eltham have provided 
GT with information about relatives who 
died. Tony Metcalfe sent in a photo and a 
press notice of his uncle Ernest Willett, 
a corporal in the Royal Fusiliers City of 
London Regiment. 

He served in France and Flanders and 


was killed in action on 20 September 1917, 
aged 28. Tony said: “Ernest was born in 
1 Southwood Cottages, Avery Hill Road, 
which still stand today, but is now known 
as 201 Avery Hill Road, Eltham. 

“He lived there with my grandparents 
and my mother until he went into the First 
World War. I didn’t know him, as I was 
born 20 years after he was killed in action, 
but the family talked a lot about him.” 

Corp Willett’s name is recorded on the 
war memorial outside St John’s Church, 
Eltham High Street. 

Another listed there is Corp Edmund 
Carter from the Middlesex Regiment, who 
died on May 3, 1917, aged 26. His great- 
grandson, Ted Carter, from Eltham, said: 
“He is named on the Eltham War Memorial 
but all I know about him is on the Arras 
Memorial.” 

That memorial, in Arras, France, states 
Corp Carter was the son of a Reading 
couple. The cemetery contains more than 
2,650 Commonwealth burials from the 
Great War, 10 of which are unidentified.

ordinary legacy Mr 
Mandela, who led the 
movement which ended 
the system of Apartheid 
in South Africa, spent 
27 years in jail before 
becoming South 

Africa’s first black 
president in 1994. 

In 1983 he was 
given the Freedom 
of the Borough 
of Greenwich in 
appreciation of 
his services to 
the borough and 
as an expression 
of the high esteem 
in which he is held 
by the council and the 
people of Greenwich. In 
1988 a street in Kidbrooke 
was named Nelson 
Mandela Way in honour of 
the former South African 
president and his life-long 
struggle for freedom. 

In 1993 he met Greenwich 
residents Doreen and

He said: “We are 
profoundly saddened 
to hear the news of 
the passing of Nelson 
Mandela. His life and the 
manner in which it was 
lived, reinforced the values 
of honesty, justice and 
hope in the face of searing 
oppression.

FURTHER key projects 
to support the growth, 
regeneration and 

transformation of the royal 
borough will be discussed at 
a cabinet meeting tomorrow 
(Wednesday). 

Agreeing to fund a sports 
centre at Sutcliffe Park, 
home to Cambridge Harriers 
Athletics Club, is one of the 
items for discussion. 

Agreement is needed to 
put aside an estimated £7.6 


million, in order for other 
sources of funding to be 
secured. 

A planning application is 
being put together for the 
project. 

Councillors will also be 
asked to agree plans to 
improve the borough’s river 
transport infrastructure. 

The plan includes extending 
the Woolwich pier and 
building a new one from 
Cutty Sark Gardens as the 


first stage of developing 
a broadwalk between the 
New Capital Quay area and 
Dodd’s Wharf, at a cost of 
£2.1 million. 

The overall plan would 
consider a new pier at 
Thamesmead, as part of the 
master plan for the area. 

Another project up for 
discussion is one to provide 
five sites with inclusive 
play equipment under 
the council’s playground

THIRTY-ONE Tall Ships are already 
booked to take part in the Falmouth to 
Royal Greenwich Tall Ships Regatta 
next year. 

In total, up to 50 of the world’s most 
spectacular tall ships are expected to set out 
on the race from Falmouth to Greenwich 
via the Isle of Wight in a race organised by 
Sail Training International (STI). 

It will be the largest Tall Ships event in 
London for 25 years. 

The royal borough is looking for people 
aged over 16 to take part in the seafaring 
adventure, and to help ensure the 
nine-day regatta next September is an 
overwhelming success. 

Local people are being encouraged to get 
involved. The organisers are looking for: 

• Crew: People do not need previous 
sailing experience. The cost is around 
£90 a day to take part and will cover their 
training and safety equipment, food and 
drink, wet weather gear and their berth. 

Some of them will be sponsored trainees 
aged 16-25, as part of a sail training 
adventure, others will have sponsorship 
from businesses, while others can also pay 
to take part. 

They will experience the thrill of sailing 
a tall ship and being part of a sailing race 
team before cruising into London to be 
welcomed by thousands of people lining 
the River Thames. 

Suzy Cooper, 15, from Greenwich, and 
Storm Smith, from Charlton, were among 
the first to sign up after helping to crew a 
tall ship earlier this year. 

Storm said: “That was a fantastic once- 
in-a-lifetime experience, and one I will 


hopefully repeat next year at Falmouth.” 

The pair will be going into borough 
schools to talk about their experiences 
and to encourage some of the borough’s 
young people to sign up for next year. 

• Volunteers: different types needed 
include ship liaison officers, who will liaise 
with individual crews during their visit, 
including sorting out dock facilities, mail 
runs, attending functions and sports 
events and handling emergencies. 

Hundreds of thousands of 
visitors are expected to flock ^ 
to Greenwich for the regatta 
while the ships are berthed in 
Greenwich from September 
5-9 for a five-day festival. 

The council is also looking 
for volunteers to help ’* 
visitors go on board and 
show them around. 

Cllr Chris Roberts, leader 
of the royal borough, 
said: “Sailing a tall 
ship promises to be 
a great adventure 
and we want to 
encourage as 
many people 
as possible to 
sign up as 


volunteer crew. 

“Royal Greenwich is renowned for its rich 
maritime history, which attracts hundreds 
of thousands of visitors to our borough 
each year and supports thousands of local 
jobs. 

“Building on the success of the Olympics, 
by playing host to London’s biggest regatta 
for 25 years will provide us with a fantastic 
opportunity to boost the local economy 
even further as | the Tall Ships sail past 
our historic maritime 
landmarks such 
r as the Old Royal 
Naval College and 
the Cutty Sark.”

Citizens on patrol

PEOPLE living on the royal borough’s 
estates went out on patrol with some 
of the council’s tenancy enforcement 
assistants (TEAs). 

The fact-finding exercise was designed 
to show the tenants what the TEAs do 
in their everyday visits to the borough’s 
council estates. 

Six tenants took part in a staff briefing 
before going out on to the Glyndon and 
Barnfield estates. 

They then spent an hour walking the 
beats with TEAs, inspecting stairwells 
and corridors and looking for breaches in 
tenancy agreements. 

It gave them a feel for what it is like for 
officers to work with the community The 
session ended with a debrief, giving the 
tenants the chance to find out how to get 
any points followed up. 

Tenants who took part said they were 
impressed by what they witnessed. 
Teresa Bailey from the Flowers Estate at 
Abbey Wood, said: “It was great - it gave 
you a different angle on what the TEAs 
are trying to achieve, such as making 
sure that fire escapes are kept clear and 
checking for rubbish. I would certainly go 
out on it again.” 

Alf Wright, who has lived at Gavin 
House in Plumstead since 2004, said: “We 
found that some fire doors were damaged 
and not shutting properly, and some of 
the guttering was blocked.” 

Daphne Jones, who has lived on the 
Flowers Estate for 31 years, said: “I was 


really impressed with what the TEAs do 
and the results they get. 

“I know how much gets left lying around 
on council estates, particularly on the 
communal staircases, but we found 
only one piece of rubbish, and the TEAs 
knocked on the tenants’ door. 


“Some people leave old mattresses out, 
but the guys are quick to sort things out. 
They are doing such a good job. 

“After the visit I emailed some of our 
councillors to tell them what a good job 
I thought the TEAs were doing, and that 
we could do with a few more like them.”

The prestigious NHS Innovation 
Challenge Prize for Dementia went to the 
Greenwich Advanced Dementia Service 
(GADS). 

Its service aims to improve the quality 
of life of patients by enabling them to live 
in their own homes with relatives. 

To date, GADS has supported more than 
100 people to live and die in their own 
homes. 

The service also provides a full package 
of community-based support for people 
with dementia and their families. 

The service was developed by Oxleas 
nurses and doctors, working closely 
with partners from the royal borough, 
the Alzheimer’s Society, the Greenwich 
Carers Centre, GPs and community 
health services. Before it was developed,

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people with advanced dementia were 
usually looked after in a care home, often 
spending time in hospital. 

Dr Adrian Treloar, Oxleas clinical 
director for older people’s mental health 
services, said: “All a lot of families want 
is for their loved ones to be pain free, 
comfortable and in their own home. 

“We recognised that increasing carer 
resilience was the answer to achieving 
this and developed a service with this aim 
in mind.” 

The service is available for local 
people with advanced dementia who are 
referred by the Greenwich older people’s 
community mental health team. 

To access the team people should talk 
with their GP first. The royal borough has 
also received a funding award to enable 
care homes to make the environment 
better for people living in them, and for 
providing a toolkit for local business to do 
the same.

Students fined for 
false benefit claims 

Two in court after council fraud team investigation

claim housing benefit, although they had 
student loans have been ordered to repay 
the money they claimed fraudulently. 

The pair were identified after 
investigations by the Royal Borough’s 
Internal Audit and Anti-fraud team. 

Forty-eight year old Mohammed Agoro, 
of Rosedale Road, Abbey Wood, received 
a conditional discharge and was ordered 
to pay the council’s costs of £200 at Bexley 
Magistrates Court on November 18. 

He failed to declare that he was a full 
time student and in receipt of a student 
loan whilst claiming Housing Benefit 
totalling £1150.89 between November last 
year and February this year. 

Mr Agoro claimed he had notified the 
Royal Borough by letter of his student 


this letter being received. 

He was initially offered an 
Administrative Penalty for the offence, 
which would mean a fine totalling 30% 
of the Housing Benefit overpayment. 
However, he refused to accept this and the 
matter proceeded to Bexley Magistrates 
Court on October 22 where a trial found 
him guilty of the offence. Mr Agoro now 
has to repay the £1150.89 to the Royal 
Borough as well as the legal costs of 
£200. 

Miss Rachel Davidson, 46, of Herbert 
Road, Plumstead, received a 12-month 
Community Punishment Order requiring 
her to undertake 150 hours unpaid work 
in the community and to repay council 
costs of £200 at Bexley Magistrates Court 


The court heard she also failed to 
declare she was a full time student and in 
receipt of a student loan whilst claiming 
Housing Benefit. 

She had pleaded guilty to all offences at 
a previous court attendance. 

Council anti-fraud investigators found 
Miss Davidson had been a full time 
student from September 2009 to June 
this year and that she had not declared 
the change in her circumstances and 
continued to claim Housing Benefit. As 
a result she claimed Housing Benefit of 
£8051.97 which she was not entitled to 
receive. 

Ms Davidson was ordered to repay the 
£8051.97 to the council as well as the legal 
costs of £200.

Point again 

THE Point, the drop-in advice centre for 
young people, is now back at its original 
base at 47 Woolwich New Road. 

The council-sponsored centre has spent 
the last two-and-a-half years based at the 
Riverside Centre in Woolwich after its site 
was burnt out during the summer 201 1 
disturbances. 

But now it is back in business at Woolwich 
New Road after its premises were given a 
top-to-toe makeover.

URGENT CARE REVIEW: The services at Queen Elizabeth Hospital are part of the review 


THE royal borough’s NHS managers 
want residents to help shape the 
future of urgent care. 

The NHS Greenwich Clinical 
Commissioning Group (CCG) is running 
a public consultation on its proposals and 
wants residents’ views. 

The aim is to ensure that people get the 
right care, first time. The consultation 
will run until January 10. 

The group is preparing to expand the 
urgent care centre at the Queen Elizabeth 
Hospital and to improve other services. 

Urgent care centres provide treatment 
for any illnesses or injuries which are 
not life threatening, but need quick 
treatment. 

The proposals are designed to improve 
urgent care for patients and reduce the 
number of people going to accident 
and emergency who do not have a life 
threatening condition. 


The proposals include: 

• putting GPs at the heart of providing 
local urgent health services 

• encouraging all residents to register 
with a GP 

• relocating the out of hours GP service 
from Shooters Hill Road to the urgent 
care centre at Queen Elizabeth Hospital 

• the possibility of providing additional 
out of hours facilities in Thamesmead 
and Eltham 

• reinvesting the money currently 
allocated to walk in centres to expand 
the urgent care centre and improve other 
services. 

Dr Hany Wahba, chair of NHS 
Greenwich CCG, said: “We believe that by 
putting GPs at the heart of local services 
people will receive better care. 

“But we want to hear your views. We 
invite you to tell us how we can do things 
better so that you can access the health 


services you need when you need them.” 

Cllr John Fahy, the borough’s cabinet 
member for health, adults and older 
people, said: “Greenwich is a fantastic 
place to live and we want to make it even 
better for everyone. 

“We are committed to the wellbeing of 
residents and are working closely with 
health colleagues to improve our citizens’ 
health. Getting the health services right 
when they’re unwell is an important part 
of this.”

H RH The Princess Royal came to Shooters Hill 
last Thursday (December 5) to officially open the 
borough’s newest skills centre. 

Princess Anne was at the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
Equestrian Centre, which enables students to gain 
qualifications for a career working with horses. She met 
students and staff - and inspected the horses. 

The Royal Family’s most famous equestrian, toured the 
centre’s classrooms and admin block, the stabling for 20 
horses, the indoor and outdoor arenas, a mechanical horse 
to train riders, and the horse therapy centre, which includes 
a swimming pool to help 
injured horses recuperate. 

The new centre is the 
result of a partnership 
between the royal borough 
and Hadlow College in 
Kent, and offers a range of 
courses to residents. 

These vary from entry 
level qualifications to 
those for people with 
some experience of 
working with horses, to 
specialist degree courses, 
all designed to help people 
get jobs in the industry. 

There are also part-time 
weekend courses aimed 
at leisure and general 
interest students. 

A horticultural skills 
centre is in development at 
a nearby site on Shooters 
Hill, also in partnership 
with Hadlow College. 

It will offer a range of vocational training, including 
apprenticeships, pre-employment training, short taster 
courses, up-skilling for people already working in 
horticulture, and training for local residents who want to 
work for themselves. Stuart Attwood, team leader on the 
course, told GT the centre aims to

attract students from any background. He is keen to show 
communities that everyone is welcome. 

Cllr Chris Roberts, the leader of the royal borough, said 
there had been opposition to the plans for the centre, with 
many believing it would be the preserve of the middle 
classes, but he explained: “We held the faith because we felt 
that this would not be the situation.” 

There were students from several boroughs and all walks 
of life, learning at several different levels from further 
education to higher education, Cllr Roberts said. 

“This centre provides for people who would never have 
dreamt they would be able to train 
for these skills in the borough.” 

He was delighted that the 
borough could carry through its 
commitment to provide a legacy 
for all Olympic sports. “I hope 
this will provide a legacy for us 
and other boroughs as well.” 

B efore unveiling a plaque, 
Princess Anne thanked 
those who had pulled together to 
put the centre together on behalf 
of the London Olympic Games 
Organising Committee, as well 
as the equestrian industry, for 
helping to provide a legacy after 
the borough hosted equestrian 
events. 

She said: “It has been a 
humongous step to invest such 
time and effort into this centre. 
I am grateful to Greenwich for 
investing in a very different 
way, to invest in young people 
and their desire to learn, as well as those who want to 
come in and learn more.” 

Mark Lumsdon-Taylor, of Hadlow College, hailed the 
“unique partnership” between the college and the borough 
from a “very ambitious vision in 2008”. 

He said: “That vision was to disregard the standard routes, 
and bring community, education, skills, aspiration 
and commerce all together to give both students and 
business fresh opportunity and ‘life chances’. And, just 
as important, to make the scheme sustainable in the long 
term, not just financially, but economically and socially. 
“This was a forward sighted and brave decision by the 
royal borough of Greenwich to create such a dynamic 
legacy - bringing vocational training, higher education, 
research, commerciality and the community together in 
one innovative and focused project. 

“With the first link a chain is forged - the first time 
arriving at a new college, the first time riding the 
mechanical horse or riding in the indoor menage, the 
first achievement of a chosen qualification. That’s the 
difference. This is both an opportunity and a legacy and 
we are very proud to be part of such a wonderful vision.

Tracy Watson, 24, from Eltham, 
on the level two diploma in horse 
care for further education, which 
is for anyone over the age of 16. 

The course will give her the 
skills she needs to get back to 
work, hopefully in the borough. 

“I’ve always had horses and 
always wanted to study to look 
after them but couldn’t afford 
it and it was too far to go to 
Tonbridge to do it. 

“I’m a single parent and I 
applied and got a place on the 
course.” 

Tracy had previously worked 
in a bakery in Eltham. She 
is gaining distinctions in her 
course and hoping to gain work 
experience at the military 
barracks at Woolwich, where she 
hopes to work with horses once 
she has completed her education. 

Alternatively, she would like to 
work with the police force, which 
also takes civilians to work with 


horses. “For this sort of work, 
you need the qualifications to 
prove you can do it. There are 
lots of places you can work with 
horses, but it’s hard to get the 
best jobs.” 

Tracy presented the Princess 
with a posy of flowers after she 
officially opened the centre. 

Another student, Ruth Barker, 
17, was demonstrating bandaging 
and platting as the Princess 
toured the facility. 

The Plumstead resident was 
home tutored until 16. “I didn’t 
know what I wanted to do after 
that, then I read in Greenwich 
Time this place was being built.” 

Without any real experience of 
them, however, she volunteered 
at stable for a couple of months to 
gain a place on the course. 

At the end of her two years 
she will be able to apply for the 
level three course. ‘There are so 
many different jobs I could do 
afterwards.”

Puss panto was 
just purr-feet! 


CONSIDERING the fairy tale originated in 
France more than 300 years ago, this year's 
pantomime Puss in Boots at Greenwich 
Theatre represented everything about the 
21st century as it could and was extremely 
entertaining. 

Greenwich is one of only two boroughs in the 
country to take on this fairytale for its annual 
festive treat. It opened with a futuristic screen 
projected message of a cat telling us of young 
Sam who inherited Cornelius the cat after his 
father's death. I thought this was an expressly 
imaginative and contemporary storytelling 
process, and a method the young'uns could 
relate to, being the 'screen staring' generation 
they are. Not to mention the use of fresh pop 
songs from artists like One Direction and Pink. 

One of the cast humorously referred to being 
in the panto as "Harder than being on The 
Voice" referencing the popular BBC1 talent 
show - again, clever and apt current references 
for a modern audience. 

Us elders weren't alienated, mind. It wasn't 
five minutes before audience participation 
was encouraged and there was masses of hand 
clapping, dancing, singing and waving, add to 
the mix plenty of grown up references into the 
dialogue - "I'm from windy passage" got plenty 
of chuckles. The comedy was tangible at both 
child and adult level. 

Main man Sam, played by US-born Luke 
Striffler had oodles of stage charm, however 
his American accent was grating at parts and 
was never really explained (unless you read 
the programme that is). 

Alim Jayda as Cornelius Cat/Puss had 
bundles of energy and came into force when 
he adorned his famous boots. His cockney 
cheekiness and animated innocence made 
an interesting watch, and his chemistry with 
Sam's character was fun and playful. 

The star of the show had to be Andonis 
Anthony as archetypical panto baddy Count 
de Cash. He was a twisted, sleazy version of 
Lawrence Llewellyn Bowen in tights! Insulting, 
pompous and with a sophisticated sense of 
comedy timing. 

Another highlight was the loveable 
pantomime dame Fruity Fifi - played by 
Andrew Pollard (director and writer of the 
show to boot!) - telling the audience of parting 
with a boyfriend. Pulling fruits and veg from a 
basket, she managed to enact an entire story 
using fantastic puns, by the end of the extract 
the crowd were in absolute fits. 

There weretheodd hiccups, which isn'tunusual 
in live theatre, but like true professionals they 
turned it on its head and actually improvised 
like mad, poking fun at their misfortune of 
memory and this was admirable. 

Puss in Boots was superbly enjoyable and had 
all the ingredients expected from a pantomime, 
although at a bum-numbing two hours 20 
minutes, some of the dialogue could have been 
cut. 

Scene got audience members reactions after 
the show. "Puss in the Boots was cool. I like 
that they had things to do with France in it 
like the Eiffel Tower, and Puss was brave." said 
nine-year-old Teddy. Phoebe, eight, added: "It 
was funny but scary at parts. I didn't like Count 
de Cash trying to hurt Puss, that wasn't nice." 

Seven-year-old Reuben added:"l loved it! My 
favourite part was Sam dressing up as a prince 
to impress the princess, which was really 
smart."

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School's legacy grant 


YOUNGSTERS at 10 feeder 
schools to The John Roan will 
be able to try out new sports 
as part of an Olympic legacy 
programme. 

The school in Maze Hill 
has successfully applied 
for £5,000 ‘Get Set’ funding 
from the British Olympic 
and Paralympic education 
programme. 

It is designed to introduce 
new sports to new audiences 
to try to ensure the Olympic 
Games in London 2012 has a 
lasting legacy of participation. 

The money will enable 
teachers at The John Roan, 
a secondary school, to lead 
sessions involving primary 
school pupils in Years 5 and 6 
in sports they might not have 
done before. 

Natalie Mann, a sports teacher 
at the school, said: “We’ve just 
started doing surveys with our 
students about which sports 
they want to try. 

“One of the sports that seems 
to be a popular is archery.” 

It is hoped that the sessions 
will start in the new year and 
run until April. 

Natalie added: “We’re looking 
for local sports clubs to offer 
taster coaching sessions 


for students in our local 
community, with the aim of 
students joining the club at the 
end of the taster sessions.” 

Schools were invited to apply 
for grants of up to £5,000 to 
support them in putting on 
activities which supported the 
idea of increasing participation 
in sport. 

In particular, the education 
programme wanted to see 
projects led by schools and or 
that were motivating young 
people. 

The John Roan School is one 
of only 105 schools to have 
been awarded one of the grants 
and was one of the first schools 
in the royal borough to sign up 
to the Get Set network before 
London 2012. 

They took part in several 
projects and competitions 
before the Games and have 
continued to do so since. 

Seb Coe, chairman of the 
British Olympic Association, 
said: “Get Set to Plan Your 
Legacy is a great opportunity 
for schools to contribute to 
the legacy of the Games and to 
make a lasting impact in their 
communities, we are looking 
forward to seeing what they 
achieve.”

Other groups to have funded 
the project include the royal 
borough, Greenwich Leisure 
Limited, Greenwich Dance 
and Charlton Athletic Racial 
Equality. 

Dance was included because it 
plays a big part in most cultures 
- and, according to a survey 
of 50,000 14-year-olds, was the 
second most popular physical 
activity, after football. 

Dr Michael Seeraj, head 
of equality and diversity at 
CACT, said: “We are delighted 
to have been successful, and 
look forward to working closely 
with our partners to deliver this 
exciting and innovative new 
project.” 

Stephen Williams, the minister 
for communities, said: “Sport 
is an excellent way of breaking 
down barriers and getting people 
involved in activities. 

“You only need to look at 
football teams, whether they are 
the England national side or in 
a Sunday amateur league, to see 
the mixture of people of different 
backgrounds that are brought

THOUSANDS of people in 
Woolwich will be encouraged 
to take up sport as a way of 
breaking down community 
barriers, under a new project. 

Charlton Athletic Community 
Trust (CACT) has received a 
£150,000 grant from the government 
and Sport England. 

They will oversee a seven-sport 
project which involves a wide 
range of clubs and groups, from 
Blackheath rugby and cricket clubs 
to AHOY sailing and Greenwich 
Dance. 

The project’s aim is to integrate 
people from different cultures 
using sport. 

Four wards of Woolwich have 
been targeted, because it is deemed 
to be an area with high levels of 
multiple disadvantage, compared 
with the rest of the borough. 

The target areas are deemed 
to have disproportionately high 
unemployment, crime and drug rates. 

They also have a huge diversity of 
social backgrounds.
